UN CAN CONTAIN PLO

Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
said yesterday there was every 
prospect that UNIFIL — the UN con- 
tingent in South Lebanon — would 
keep the area free of terrorists and 

the PLO from sending its un- 
itz down to the border with Israel. 

Weizman told the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee that 
he based bis hope on the fact, among 
others, that UNIFIL would be in- 
creased in strength from 4,000 to 6,- 
00D men. 

The international force had 
already prevented a number of 
terrorists from infiltrating south, 
Weizman sz2id. It appeared to be in 
control of the area and “‘to feel et 
home." 

The only exception was the Tyre 
region, the minister ssid. This was 
due to the large concentration of 
terrorists in the town, believed to 
number some 1,500. Weizman said 
the dispatch of an additional French 
contingent to Tyre would take 
UNIFIL's contro! easier there. 

All in all, he said, the ‘Litani 
Operation” appears to have been a 
success. Israel also anticipated 


the Israel-Le border, Weizman 
said. He indicated that succeeding 
stages would ensue only after 
UNIFIL is enlarged to 8,000 men, 


and after it has been proven that the 
UN force can prevent terrorist in- 
filtration. 

Weizman said it had been ascer-

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Matza to Egypt as 
Pessah starts tomorrow

Matza, wine and cther food were 
exported to Egypt yesterday to help 
the Israeil military delegation in 
Cairo celebrate the Pessah seder, 
which will be held around the world 
tomorrow evening. 

‘The festival, which marks the Ex- 
odus of the Israelites from Egypt, 
lasts seven daya in Israel and eight 
in the Diaspora. 

The delegation, led by Sgan-Aluf 
Ya'acov Heichal, has been handling 
day-to-day contacts with Egyptian 
officers since the suspension of 
Mulitary talks between the two coun- 
tries last January over differences 
on a Middle East settlement. 


The weeks of spring cleaning wil! 
reach their end tonight, when heads 
of families search for Jeaven with the 
aid of a candle and feather and 
declare it nuilified. 

The Jerusalem Municipality has 
also been tidying up, with its sanita- 
tion workers operating on double 
shifts over the past week to give the 
capital a festive face. New dustbins 
have been set out on some streets, 
and the Vale of Rehavia has been 
readied for the Mimouna festival on 
April 30. 

Thousands of policemen, soldiers, 
civil guardsmen and border police 
have been mobilized to ensure 
security during the holiday. 

Tel Aviv police commander Nitzav 
Moshe Tiomkin asked the public to 
be expectally alert during Pessah 


‘and to call the authorities if they 


detect any suspicious object. He 
noted that many policemen will not 
be able to attend the seder with their 


' families because they have to be on 
|. duty. 


Helicopters and police on motor- 
cycles will help provide added 
protection during the holiday. 


, Among the areas that will be more 


heavily patrolled are Jerusalem, the 
beaches and the picnic areas. 


‘ Special forces have been placed at

More than 60,000 schoolchildren 
from around the country have 
visited the matza works at Kfar 
Habad and watched how the 
hassidim produce unleavened bread, 
each batch within the required 18 
minutes. Tens of thousands of mat- 
zot are being distributed at 
hospitals, absorpption centres, 
orphanages and army bases around 
Israel in addition to the matza that 
they baked for their own use. 

The bus companies have asked 
people planning te travel before 
Pessah to leave for their destination 
as early as possible to avoid the 
rush. Egged promised to mobilize its 
entire fleet and al] available drivers, 
including administration and garage 
personnel who have a bus driver's 
Meence. The timetable will be lke 
any ordinary Friday and Saturday, 
but all interurban lines will be rein- 
forced. 

For the first time since 1973, rooms 
are still available for Pesseh in 
Jerusalem hotels. Hoteliers at- 
tributed the availability of beds in 
Jerusalem and in Tel Aviv to the fact 
that Pessah and the western Easter 
did not coincide this year. Such 
traditional holiday spots as Tiberias 
are filled, however. 

They said that the El Al shutdown 
has not necessarily cut down the 
number of visitors, but has wreaked 
havoe with their reservations, for- 
cing some guests to stay over and 
others to arrive earlier or later than 
planned.

Israel’s poor image

The top leadership of four of the 
largest American Jewish 
organizations told the Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee of the 
Knesset yesterday that Israel has 
had a poor image: in the U.S. since

In the eyes of U.S. public opinion, 
the Jewish leaders told the Knesset 
body, Israel demonstrates petty 
behaviour, appears to get enmeshed 
in minor detail, and ‘ates the 
impression that it does not seek to at- 
tain peace. 

The erosion in Israel's image was 
matched by the commensurate 
bulld-up in Egypt's image, they told 
the committee. President Anwar 
Sadat conveyed the aura of a kind, 
generous and peace-loving leader, 
they said. 


The Jewish leaders were briefing . 


the committee on the difficulties 
they have encountered in the U.S. in 
their information work on behalf of 
israel. 

The Israeli acceptance of UN 
Securify Council Resolution 242 on 
the Middle East crisis, and the 
Israeli interpretation of 242, posed 
one big problem, the Americans 
said. They had assumed that the 
policy of the Israel government on 
242 expressed continuity and that the 
Likud view did not differ from that of 
the ent. They had framed 
their information approach on this 
theals, but they implied that “the 
carpet had been pulled out from un- 
der their feet.” 

While they had contended for the 
past 10 years and more that 
withdrawal to the 1967 borders was 
out of the question, they elways con- 
ceded territorial compromise on all 
fronts. They said they had not 
succeeded in explaining the 
government's position on 242 to the 
American public. 

Another big problem was Israel's 


ongoing settlement in the areas 
while negotiations were under way, 
they said. The timing of some settle- 
ment operations had been very bad 
from the information point of view. 

The U.S. government could not ig- 
nore the fact that Saudi Arabia 
covered’ one-quarter of the U.S. 
deficit ε h purchase of govern-. 
‘ment bonds, they claimed. : 

The American Jewish leaders said 
that even though President Jimmy 
Carter had a hard fight getting his 
way over domestic policy, his 
foreign policy was accepted by the 
vast majority of the nation. 

They promised to mount a 
campaign against the president's 
programmes for the Middle Hast, 
declaring that they would brook no 
compromise re, the Middle 
East arms ‘package deal, involving 
Israel, Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 

The leaders said they would: not 
waver in their support of Israel and 
they respected the democratic 
process which had brought the pre- 
sent regime to power. However, 
because Israel's image waa making 
their fight so much more difficult, 
they felt it best that Israelis realize 
just what the American public 
thought of them.

She founded the special 
education department in the Educa- 
tion Ministry and has exhibited her 
art here and abroad. 

¢ Rabbi Moshe Haim Weiler, who 
spent 25 years in South Africa and es- 
tablished communities in nine cities 
on behalf of the Movement for 
Progressive Judaism. Two of his six 
children, Adam and Gideon, were 
killed in action in the War of Attri- 
tion and the Yom Kippur War. ‘"‘Rab- 
bi Weller overcame the pain of 
bereavment,” read his citation, “by 
memorializing his sons through the 
creation of religious. educational 
and charitable institutions." 

e Dr. Aharon Weiss, naturopath, 
who learned about vegetarianism 
ang natural foods in his native 
Hungary. Expelled by the Nezis in 
1938, he began working as a doctor 
for Kupat Holim in Jerusalem. He_ 
still lives close to poor 
neighbourhoods and is known to be 


available to the ailing at all hours. 
His concept of vegetarianism has 
become widely accepted. 

e Dr. Douglas G. Young, American- 
born Christlan scholar, who founded 
the American Institute of Holy Land 
Studies on Mount Zion in 1838. He 
was born in Korea and graduated 
from Nova Scotia University and 
Drogsie College where be read 
Egyptian studies and Assyriology. 
An enthusiastic supporter of Israel, 
he has lectured and written widely 
about the country. He served as an 
ambulance driver in the Six Day 
War and, with his wife, belongs to 
the Civil Guard. He was cited for 
“his faithfulness to the Bible and the 
Hebrew tongue and for his wide ac- 
tivity in Jerusalem and for 
Jerusalem." :

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Former chief 
of staff Mordechai Gur said yester- 
day in a radio interview that during 
-his period-of service there had been 
attempts to compromise his position 
as chief of staff. 

He was referring to the appoint- 
ment of senior officers as advisers 
on the political-governmental level. 
He felt these might have appeared as 
positions created to evaluate the 
recommendations of the chief of 
staff and the General Staff. ᾿ 

“If Arik Sharon was an adviser to 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, it 
might have appeared as if the prime 
minister did not rely on the minister 
of defence and the General Staff," he 
said, The same might apply to the 
appointment of Israe) Tal as an ad- 
viser to the former defence minister, 
Shimon Peres. 

However, Sharon left after a short 
time, he said, and Tal did not really 
intervene at ail; and the General 
Staff continued to fulfil the functions 
expected of it in a democratic socie- 
ty. 


Gur added that another group of 
senior officers he had to confront at 
the beginning of his term as chief of 
staff were the former chiefs of staff 
and senior officers who had become 
ministers, Rabin. 

He added, however, ““I'c the best of 
my knowledge, during the entire 
period — and this is true of the three 
governments I served under — my 


standing and the stending of the 
General Staff were never ini 


because "of the presetite of ex- 


commanders on the ‘government 
level."* 

Tn answer to another question, Gur 
said that the government's recent 
clarification of its stand on UN 
Security Council Resolution 242 
could not present a new 
problem. The army had always 
operated within the previous inter- 
pretation of the resolution, which 
referred to territorial compromise 
on all fronts. If there was indeed a 
change, this did not require a basic 
reappraisal in the General Staff. 

“‘We always regarded all of the 


᾿ borders as sectors that would have to 


withstand the test of peace and 
thme...and from this point of view I 
don't think that the developments of 
the past few days have made any 
difference," he said. 

Referring to the settlements in the 
Rafiah salient, Gur. felt these were 
not a central obstacle to the con- 
tinuation of peace talks. They 
became a central issue because of 
certain misunderstandings which he 
‘was not prepared to discuss. 

In his opinion the main obstacle to 
unde: between Israe] and 
Egypt today is related more to Presi- 
dent Sadat's basic views about his 
mission, the Arab rejection front, 
and the limitations within the Arab 
world — not the Rafiah settlements.

Applause changes to outcry over 
punishments for rape in France

PARIS. — A three-year campaign by 
French women to force courts to 
treat rape more seriously is break- 
ing up because of an attack of con- 
science over heavy prison sentences. 

In two recent cases, men were 
sentenced to 20 and 25 years in jail 
for a crime that used to be treated ax 
an ordinary criminal assault. 
‘Women leaders claim they have lost 
control of their protest to male- 
dom!nated courts who see repression 
as the only answer to the crime. 

Since the campaign started in 1975, 
every rape hearing has been attend- 
ed by militants. They used to 
applaud when sentences were hand- 
ed out, but in February, when a 
Northern French court jailed an im- 
migrant for 20 years, there was up- 
roar in the public gallery as women 
insulted the judge and jury. 

Since then, several separate 
currents have developed in the 
women's movement. Some want to 
continue the campaign and risk 
heavy sentences others want 
private revenge in women's courts, 
others are demanding 2 campaign 
based on probation or heavy 
monetary damages. Some want to 
drop the protest altogether. 

‘This contrasts with the mood three 
years ago when a case involving two 
Belgian girl campers became a 
national scandal. It was typical of 
many in which the victims were 
treated by the police as the true 
offenders while the three attackers 
were considered almost justified in 
testing their virility. 


AFTER a national protest involving 


thousands of women, the case went 
to trial and was followed by a series 
of cases, several involving 
hitebhikers whom judges previously 
condemned as "asking for it.” 

Juries fix sentences in France, and 
the mood of both courts and women 
campaigners started changing late 
last year, when jail had come to be 
considered an automatic penalty. 

From the women's viewpoint, the 
clearest indication of change came 
in March when a 15-year-old 
schoolgirl faced her attacker in 
court. It had taken three years to 
bring the case to trial In a campaign 
led by ities Like Simone de 
Beauvoir. But when the sentence of 
seven years’ jai] and more than $4,- 
000 damages was announced, it was 
met with complete silence. 

The left-wing press, notably the 
daily “Liberation,” bad made 
national! figures of the four women 
lawyers who have represented most 
victims. Now the same press is call- 
ing on them to campaign for more 
understanding. 

The reaction of the lawyers is an 
indication of the troubles in the 
movement itself. Attorney Monique 
Antoine is rei to take part in 
any case involving Immigrant 
workers. Attorney Colette Auger 
sees no reason why women should 
feel guilty. : 

Some women have joined the 
Prisoners’ Action Committee which 
protests rising sentences in general. 
Among criticisms Is that maie- 
dominated courts have taken over 
the anti-rape protest, claiming that 


{tds the man's roie to protect women. 


IN A RECENT CASE, women jurors 
were barred and even the girl's 
mother had to leave court. The 
general theme of prosecution 
appeals to male juries is ‘‘to think 
about your wives and daughters," 
according to the prisoners’ com- 
mittee. 

At the same time, there has been a 
series of direct actions by indepen- 
dent protest groups. Twice women 
have oilloried rapists by holding 
demonstrations outside thelr shops. 
Paria students held 2 street trial of 
one man. Another women's action 
group claims {t kidnapped a rapist 
and put him on trial, altnough the 
sentence has not been revealed. 


A Czech student who emasculated 
ἃ rapist is seen as a hero by these 
militants. One cf the biggest com- 
mercial film successes recently bas 
been L'Amour Violé, a harrowing 
anti-rape film made by a woman 
director, Yannick Bellon. 

The continuing battle in the courts 
threatens to be chaotic. In one of the 
first claims for damages — "1.51 like 
a road accident” — a schoolgiri, the 
daughter of a rich family, asked for 
the equivalent of 1L200.000 from: an 
immigrant worker. 

Her woman lawyer said the ciaim 
was not made for reparation. ''We 
know the rapist is bankrupt and as 
soon as he gets out of prison he’!l dis- 
appear,"' she said. "But this is the 
only symbolic way of making people 
understand the serious prejudice 
caused to the girl.""

However, Israeli residents, whether 
living in Israel or abroad, may use

? permitted in the regulations 
and cannot use it at will (among 
other things, they cannot buy real es- 
tate abroad with it). 


THE new regulations confirm that 

ants to Israel (as. well as 
holders of temporary and permanent 
residenta’ visas) do not have to 
transfer their foreign currency and 
securities to Israel for a period of 20 
years after their arrival in Israel, 
With the proviso, however, thet the 
source of these foreign holdings is 


᾿ not in Israel. 


A similar concession is granted to 
returning Israeli residents, who 
have lived abroad for at lease seven 
years and during which they spent 
less than 90 days each years in 
Israel, with the difference that they 
may leave their foreign currency 
and securities abroad for a period of 
10 years only. 

If, however, immigrants and 
returning residents elect to transfer 
their money and securities to Israel], 
they may deposit them in un- 
restricted foreign currency accounts 
for the 20-year or 10-year period 
respectively. This means that during 
these respective periods they may 
withdraw the money they have 
deposited, in foreign currency, 
which they would not be able to do if 
they had to deposit their money in 
the ordinary PATAM foreign ac- 
counts, which all Israeli residents 
are entitled to have. 

Furthermore, immigrants and 
returning residents may buy the 
same amount of foreign currency as 
they had originally exchanged for 
Israeli currency when they arrived 
(or arrived back) in the country, and 
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then deposit this foreign currency in 
unrestricted foreign currency ac- 
. counts. 


IN SO far as foreign residents in 
Israel are concerned, they may now, 
unlike previously, bring Israeli 
currency into the country and open 
accounts In Israeli currency without 
getting special permits to do so. 
They may also take up to IL5,000 out 
of the country with them when they 
leave. (Incidentally, Israeli 
residents may also being Israeli 
currency into the country without 
any restrictions). 

Foreign residents may buy proper- 
ty without a permit in Israel, but 
they still require an individual per- 
mit to register property requiring 
registration — such as apartments 
anc cars — in thelr own names. 
When a foreign residents sella an 
apartment, he may now deposit the 
proceeds from the sale — but only up 
to the value of the apartment as 
assessed by the Director of Land 
Betterment Tax — in an unrestricted 
foreign currency account, if he can 
prove that he originally bought the 
Apartment either with foreign 
curréney or with Israel Government 
Bonds of more than five years’ stan- 
ding: ont me can prove or he. 
purchas' apartment before 
January 1, 1958, or that he ted 
it. 


Reciprocal relationships 


In order, however, to benefit from 
either of these latter two conditions, 
the foreign resident must be domicil- 
ed in one of the countries that have a 
reciprocal relationship with Israel. 
‘That includes most of the countries of 
the world with the exception of those 
behind the Iron Curtain, the Arab 
states and the black African states. 
But in the case of Brazil and: South 
Africa, there is reciprocity only in so 
far as inheritance is concerned, with 
the Brazilians imposing no cetling. 
whereas the South Africans limit the 
reciprocity to the sum of 20,000 rand 
for every heir resident in South 
Africa. 

A foreign resident may buy foreign 
currency with Israeli money and 

+ deposit it in an unrestricted foreign 
currency account in Israel if he in- 
herited the money, is not an Israeli 
national and is resident in one of the 
above countries with a reciprocal 
relation with Israel. 

A final highlight of the new 
regulations: both foreign and Israeli 
residents may buy and sell gold 
coins and bullion; but the Minister of 
Finance evidentally had second 
thoughts about allowing them to 
carry the gold and bullion about free- 
ly (as they could do according to the 
earlier regulations) since they are 
now required to deposit their gold 
and bullion in a special bank ac- 
count.

DR. ISRAEL Katz, the present 
minister of welfare, has probably ex- 
ercised more influence then anyone 
else in changing official attitudes 
about the state's responsibility to its 
citizens. Katz, when he was director 
of the Hebrew University’s Paul 
Baerwald School of Social Welfare. 
headed a number of public com- 
mittees whose recommendations cid 
not remain secret. Indeed, much of 
the publicizing of the "Katz Report" 
was ferociously carried out by the 
politically unstable Black Panthers. 
Now that the wolf of hunger has 
been driven away, to some distance 
at least, we are back at the begin- 
ning: Respect for work for work's 
sake. This genera rule has been lost 
by many more people than just those 
in the welfare clas.

The cost of food, durable 
and dental treatment hothers 
Israelis quite a bit, according to a 
public opinion survey recently com- 
pleted by a unit of the Hebrew 
Universit 


ity. 
The poll, by the university’s 
Applied Social Research Institute, 


‘The survey showed 73 per cent of 
the respondents “‘very concerned’ 
about high food prices, 61 per cent 
by the steep cost of refrigerators, 
washing machines, television 
receivers and similar articles, and 
76 per cent by the high level of den- 
tists" bills. 

More than a third of the people in- 
terviewed were bitter about their

But 
never since the election of Chaim Weizmann to be the first 
President of Israel in 1949, has there been greater popular un- 
animity as to the stability of one specific candidate for that post 
than in the present case of Yitzhak Navon.
